Tue Opera of Clari was, last night, performed at this Theatre; we 
are half afraid that our too vivid remembrance of Miss M. Tree, ia 
this character, will always interfere with our admiration of any suo- 
eessor. If the English were a sentimental people they would have for- 
bidden the representation of this Opera after Miss Tree had quitted 
the stage; were it not that our duty forees us to see other represen- 
tatives, we certainly never should visit the Theatre on the evening when 
Clari is performed ; our recollection of Miss M. Tree’s gentle loveli- 
ness, in this character, is one of the treasured ‘ green spots’ on ‘ me- 
mory’s waste,’ which we hope will never be obliterated. We can well 
imagine the feeling that made Lord Byron abstain from seeing Miss 
O'Neil lest his cherished remembrance of Mrs.Siddons might be weak- 
ened. Bot Miss Turpin will not thank us for dwelling so long on Miss 
Tree’s Clari, and forgetting hers; Miss Turpin has a very delicate 
and just conceptiou of the character, but her delineation wants power; 
it should be a little more marked ; this deficiency is excusable in a first 
attempt, and is infinitely preferable to the desperate pathos ef (we 
believe,) the last representative of Clari, at this Theatre, Mrs. Way- 
lett. Miss Turpin sang ‘ Home sweet home,’ with much taste and 
sweetness ; we have no doubt but she will improve her next performance 
of the character by infusing into it a littlemore energy. Mr. Brindal, 
who played the Duke, was shamefully imperfect ; instead of assisting 
in the business of the scene, he was constantly looking to the promp- 
ter for his cue. 

A Mr. M. Barnett, whom we never saw before, or ever wish to see 
again, made Nimpedo most offensively prominent ; there is a terrible 
propensity at this house in the clowns to say more than is set down for 
them. There was no other change in the cast worthy of notice, Se- 
peration and Reparation followed, 4 Husband at Sight, and Honeat 
Frauds were the other entertainments.—The hovse was well attended, 
His Royal Highness the Duke of Gloucester, attended by Col. Higgins 
and another gentleman of his suite sat in a private box.

festival took place at Spire, where four hundred and forty artists exe- 
ewted Schneider's ‘‘ Last Judgment” with great precision and applause.

Wednesday, drop in at the Western Exchange, Old Bond Street, to see a 
eorrect representation of his late Majesty’s Remains Lying in State, and all his 
favorite places of resort, including Windsor f.om the Long Walk—Fishing 
Temple, Virginia Water—Splendid Ruins, Virginia Water—The Royal Vault— 
Place crowded with fashionables—all astonished at the close resemblances te 
the originals. 

From thence, I wander to No. 15, Oxford Street, just to take a peep at Mr. 
Wilmshurst’s large Picture, in enamel, of The Tournament of the Cloth of 
Gold—a most triumphanteffort, inimitable execution, astonishing labour, and 
a most admirable hit—found the Gothic Hall crowded with visitors, of the 
highest class, desirous of patronising the genius of this young artist. 

Uo Friday, | pop in to examine Miss Linwood’s curious Needle-Work, ia 
Leicester Square—just added other beautiful specimens of her art. 

I daily, between | and 4, qualify Mrs, Pry’s discordant notes with some har- 
mony divine, and may be found at The Apollonicon, 101, St. Martin’s Lane.— 
Meiket and Fishermen's Chorus, from the Opera of Masaniello, enchanting! 

I nightly lounge in the lobbies—fond of adventure—observed a beautiful 
Sylph admiring herself in my boots—* Why, Mr. Pry,’ says she, ‘does a great 
actress resemble Warren’s Jet Blacking ?’ * Because she cuts ashine.’—I never 
give it up.—but | intrude, beg pardon, your’s, PAUL PRY.
